At a very Important meeting of the 
Maaon County Board of Agriculture 
held at the Chamber of Commerce this 
aftanioo&i County Agent George Kirk 
laid botoro that body in detail the' re- 
anlts of hla raoent investigations on 
tho prloo of wheat and gratni in Ma- 
aon oounty. 

Thli tnyeatigation waa aaked by the 
Board of AgrlouUnre when there were 
ao many different prleei being offer- 
ed by the Maaon oounty train doalore 
and has been in progreaa tor about 
three weeks or a month. 

Mr. Kirk reports that dealert re- 
ceive $2.18'4 per bushel f. o. b. Mays- 
vllle for No. 3 wlioat on the basis of 
the Newport NewH prices, Newport 
News being the beat port tor shipment 
of Mason county groin. It is consid- 
ered that No. 3 wlicat is about the av- 
erage grown In MaHou county. Mr. 
Kirk recently sent tour samples of Ma- 
aon oounty wheat to St. Louis for 
teatlng there. Three of the samples 
taatod No. 3 and the fourth tested No. 
S and the wheat waa about an averaie 
, of Maaon oounty grain. 

Mr. Kirk reporU that dealera are 
offering %i and 12.06 per buibal for 
wheat in Maaon oounqr at the present 
time which would Indicate that they 
are making a profit of from .ItK to 
)8»4 cents per buahel, while it 
Is suted that they are retailing wheat 
to persons for ohicken feed, etc.. at 
$2.40 per single bushel. • 

investigations also disclose that 
wheat is briuniiig t2.20 at Ashland and 
Prof Fred Mutehier. who lectured on 
the Farmers' Chautauqua here last 
week, reported that 'he had sold his 
wheat In Western Kentucky which 
graded No. 3 at »2.14 per busliei. 

Mr. Kirk reported that in Carroll 
oounty, Kentucky, the grain Is being 
handled oo-operatively ' through the 
Board of Agriculture at a cost of only 
oiae cent a'^nafiel to the growora. He 
«tao Btatod that the goromment had 
promtaad to ail tarmora who hold theCr 
whoat until after the 15th of Auguat a 
bonus of H cent a buahel for every 
10 daya it la held after that date.

Oounty Agent Qeorge Kirk Saturday 
afUmoon issued the following sUte- 
ment addressed to the farmera of Ma- 
son county: 

The dio\itli luiM liurt the corn to 
sucli iin extent tlint a good rnin at 
this time would not make the crop 
normal. The tanner who is depending 
on folder to wintor Ills cattle and 
sheep will save a great deal of money, 
and have an inllnltely greater amount 
of feed if he will erect a silo al once, 
and fill It to tlie top. Furthermore, 
the feed will be better, easier to han- 
dle, and will be eaten up clean by tha 
stock, whereas the fodder la alwaya 
more or less of a loss. 

High grade fat cattle can be put on 
the market on a ration of olover or 
alfalfa hay, a very small amount ot 
corn, and all of the silage they will 
eat. This Is the most ebonomleal ra- 
tion the farmer can feed, sineo the 
grain Is reduced to a minimum, and 
the bnlk of the ratioh is derived from 
the silage. 

The farmer who uses a silo Intelli- 
gently Is the farmer who Is making 
money by IjrninR, instead of by the fa- 
vor of I'rovidence. The self-feeder 
for hoK'^, .and ilie silo for cattle are 
two of the most inipoi tanl items in the 
solution of ilie lalior proliicni which Is ' 
vpxiiiK llii' I'arnier today. F.very ex- 
pericnci'ii tanner In the great cattle, 
fcediiiK disiricl, every Experiment Sta- 
lion, and the Department of Agricul- 
ture are urging that silos be erected 
this fall. The Kentucky Experiment 
Station has secured a list ot the silos 
made, and the pricea asked, and each 
County Agent has been supplied with 
a list.

He also said he was going to ask 
the United States In allow the sale of guns, ammunition, supi)lics and 
airplanes. The fact that the State Department has not made public 
any oorrespondence within the past four months telling of such exe- 
cutions has brought speeddy replies to Ambassador Bonillas's state- 
ment, Represeiitatie FiorcUo II. LaGuardia, of New York, who has 
been leading the figlit in tlie House for the publication of the rec- 
ords of the State Department regarding the relations of the United 
States with Mexico made a reply in which he said: 

"The Ambassador confirnus tli' n tiiat many Americans have been 
murdered. It would be indeed iriteresting to the American people 
to have the names and dates of execution of these murderers. It is 
indeed discouraging to hear constantly of .Vnierieans being murdered, 
but no detailed information as to wliat action the Mexican Govern, 
ment has taken. I am certain if the State Department iiad any 
such information it would be only too eager to make it public, there- 
fore I put little stock in this information until it is confidmed by 
actual facts. It is indeed interest iiig to note that the .\mbassador is 
eager to get the United States 'to permit the sale of guns, ammuni- 
tion and supplies to Mexico and renew his requests for the purchase 
of airplanes.' Why does Mexico need air planes just now? When 
guns and ammunition are sent into .Mexico, I hope that Americans 
will at least be permitted to get some of these and to arm themselves 
against outragea upon them. I wonder if the Mexican Ambassador 
is willing that the embargo on arms and ammunition be lifted en. 
tirely."

Shortly after the sinking of the I 
i.usitania suits against the Cunard | 
Company were brought by the rela- , 

tlves of the Americans who lost their : 

I 

lives on that tragic occasion, .^fter 
a hearing all the cases were dismiss- 
ed by the court on the ground that the 
sinking was an act of war on the pert 
of Germany, and that she was respon- 
sible for the damages caused. It was 
intimated that the United SUtea would 
doubtless make suitable arrangements 
in the settlement with Qermany to 
compensate those Individuals entitled 
to damages. 

Wtien the Hresident submitted the 
lii'ace treaty to the Senate he took oe- 
ca.iion to say, "In the settlements of 
the peace we hav".- sought no sijeciui 
reparation for ourselves." .\nil that 
lie adhered to thai (leterniinatlon wltli 
a veiiKeaiK'c is shown by the lallt;ua^'e 
of tlie renaraiion clauses of the treaty. 
Therein it Is i)rovlded that Germany 
"will make compensation for all dam- 
ages done to the civilian population of 
the Allied and Associated Powers and 
to their property during the period of 
the belligerency of each as an Allied 
or Associated Power against Qer- 
many." 

That paragraph operates to exclude 
ahsolntelir from any participation in 
orman indemnities all- those whose 
ijroperty or relatives wpre deetroyed 

previous to our entry into the war. 
The Lusltanla was sunk two years be- 
fore we took up arms against Qer- 
many. Hence all claimants for dam- 
ages are permanently barred from ob- 
taining redress from the party which 
the court has declared .to be solely re- 
sijonsible. . 

Not only are the l.usituiiia sufferers 
and all others who sustained pre-war 
damages from the hands of (iermany 
excluded from compensatioD by the 
specific words of the treaty, but even 
^hose who were Injured by German 
violations of international law after 
our eitrance Into the war are probably 
precluded from receiving a share of 
reparation. Article 237 of the treaty 
provldeeh that German indemnity In- 
BtalmenU "will be divided by the Al- 
lied and Associated Ctovenuaents in 
proportions which have been deter- 
midne nupon by tbem In a4vnnoe." 

If there has been any detertaiinaUon 
by the Powere to give the United 
SUtee or any o( Ita dtiaena a share of 
that indemnity the American people 
have had no word of it. and it la a safe 
assumption that reparation to our na- 
tionals was never mentioned at the 
peace co' ferenoe, much less serious- 
ly nonsiaered 

This failure to secure comijeiisallon 
of any kind for our citizens who suf- 
fered from (ieruiun frightfulneBS, l>oth 
before and after our entrance Into the 
war, is one of the saddest (uatures of 
the whole i)euco parley, ticrnian ag- 
gresslou against us on the high seas, 
In direct defiance of all (hu tents of 
Inleruatlunal law, wua what priinur- 
lly brought have been Ignored ami

ELBPHAMT MAT FOLLOW 

BUFFALO TO BXTOTCTION 

Washington, D. C— Will the famous 
African elephant soon be as nearly 
extinct as Is the bulfalo Of the Amer- 
ican plains? 

Cable dispatches s;ale that the 
South African Cape Council has decid- 
ed to exterminate eilephants, which 
are regarded as a menace to the farm- 
ers, whose crops they despoil and 
whose employes they sametlmes kill. 
Sir Harry Johnston, famous. African 
authority, tells of his experiences with 
African elephants in a communlca- 
tio to the National Geographic society, 
as follows: 

"if. after many years of trial, the 
African elep^iuit tf pronounced to be 
hopeless' as a domestic ' anlnal (and 
It shonM b^ remembered that most 
male African elephaata in captivity 
have shown themselves to be hope- 
leaaly lavaie)/ than ,at least for Its 
magnmcant ivory, the creature is 
worth pracervinc. Tne Indian ele- 
phant Is of very little value tor his 
ivory. One day a baby elephant was 
presented to me by an Uganda chief. 
Three men were killed In attempting 
to capture It. But Anally they suc- 
ceeded in tlieir object, capturing the 
calf, and to my great surprise It trot- 
ted Into camp behind one of the men 

"This little creature was ai the time 
only 4 feet hi^h. In t»o days It had 
become perfectly tame, and would fol- 
io wa human heln^ ri'iidiiy It v. as 
ea.4y enough to feed hlni witli milk. Ije 
cause all that was rei|uireil wuh a hoi- 
ule with B long nui'k I'oj hi verai 
weeks the elephant Ihrcjve ami hucuiiie 
u luoHt delightful pel. It would allow 
any one to ride on Its back. It would 



lliid its way through diverse passages 
Into my sitting room, not upsetting 
or injuring anything, but deftly smell- 
ing and examining objects of curiosity 
with Us trunk. At the same Ume we 
had in captivity a young sebra. These 
two orphans became greatly attached 
to each other. Also, both elephant and 
sebra died eventually from the un- 
wholesomeness, to them, of cow's milk. 
Several other elepbanta of the same 
ag»-that la to say, about four to six 
months old— were delivered Into my 
hands, but all eventually died."

Justice Department odlclals plan 
to ask for all facts brought out in this 
survey. 

"Steps now are being taken to com- 
bat this situation," said C. B. Ames, 
assistant attorney general, in charge 
of the campaign to prosecute food pro- 
flteera. 

"Information gathered by the Bu- 
reau of Markets conflrms the belief 
of thla department that one of the 
chief factors causing the high coat of 
living la hoarding of great stocks of 
food."

REPUfiLICANS READY TO 
RATIFY ON RESERVATIONS 

Twenty BepabUcaa Senators Beady to 
QaleUy BaWy Paaee Treaty Witt 
Ceriala 



Washington, August 16.— Twenty 
Republican senators are ready to 
stand tor quick ratllleatlon of the 

peace treaty with reaervatlona. Demo- 
crat le leaders in the Sonahe were in- 
formed today by leaders of the Repub- 
lican group of reservation advocates. 

Republicans favoring reservations 
aald a poll disclosed that upwards of 
twenty senators of their party would 
support reservations nlimg the general 
lines laid down by ilie seven Hepub 
licans If the treaty could be tirought 
promptly out of committee and ratified 
on that basis.

The admin- 
istration leader declined to say wheth- 
er he would suggest a change in the 
announced stand of the administration 
against reservaHons. 

Although .Seiiiildr HItrlicock, Ne- 
braska, the ndiniiiislriilion loader, still 
dlsclriinied .iiiy p.n't I" the negotiations 
for a seltlenieiil. it wns apparent that 
the move had i i'iii lieil iiroijortions 
which might threaten the plans of tho 
committee for calling additional wit 
neaaes and prolonged consideration of 
the treaty.
